prayer,  and  study,  which  for  many  years  was  called 
"Whit ofleld's  room."  He  snys  of  his  first  visit  here, 
November  2 ){,  174-0,  “I  arrived  on  Bohemia  Manor  about 
eleven  ofolook  last  night,  and  was  most  kindly  reooivod 
by  old  Mrs,  Bayard,  a  true  mother  in  Israel,  many  of 
v/hoso  family  ere  under  good  impressions,  X  preached 
in  the  afternoon  to  about  two  thousand,  and  have  not  soon

Hi a  attachments  to  the  people  became  so  strong  that  it  was 
thought  ho  might  settle  hero,  as  opposed  to  Asbury^  polioy 
of  widoly  spread  services  for  the  ministry*  Ho  had  the 
art  of  releasing,  and  it  is  likely  that  overtures  wore  made 
to  him  by  some  of  the  principal  men  v/ith  the  view  of  having 
constant  instead  of  occasional  preaching.

Tho  next  Solomon  Horsey  (1790-1834)  was  a  native 
of  Mill  Creek  Hundred,  Bohemia  Manor.  He  married  Hannah 
Ball  Springer  of  the  3amo  Mill  Creek  Hundred;  and  shortly 
after  their  marriage  they  moved  to  a  farm,  west  of  New 
Park,  York  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Hannah  Ball  Springer  rvanxo  (1799-1884)  of  the 

Christopher  Springer  family,  Sweeds,  early  settlors  of  Del¬ 
aware.  Tho  story  is  that  a  Springer  leased  for  ninety-nine 
years  the  ground  on  v/hioh  the  city  of  Wilmington  stands. 
Anothor  story  is  that  Hannah  rode  horseback  every  January 
from  her  home  near  New  Park  to  collect  rents  in  Cecil  County.

ville)*  Ho  carried  hla  shoes  in  his  hand,  and 
v/hon  he  approached  the  church  he  sat  on  a  log  by 
the  roadside  and  put  them  on. 

Surviving  him  were  his  wife  Elizabeth, 
son  Walter,  and  throe  daughters,  Mrs.  Alice  Ford

from  the  platform  of  a  train  from  Baltimore  to  Washington. 

His  eye3  were  blue,  and  as  a  child  hi3  fine  straight  hair 
wa3  very  light,  but  it  became  jet  black. 

When  James  Rhodes  of  Harford  County,  Maryland, 
came  courting  the  widow  Eli7a  Jane,  he  brought  the  little 
boy  chocolate  cigars  with  red  (fire)  ends.  He  told  of  his 
childhood  in  Baltimore,  and  mentioned  Biddle  Street,  Druid  Hill 
Avenue,  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  He  remembered  the  stone 
battles  in  which  the  boys  engaged;  and  once  when  his  mother 
forbade  him  to  go  out  and  he  v/anted  to  fly  his  kite,  he 
disobeyed,  and  neprly  cut  off  his  heel  by  stepping  on  a 
broken  bottle. 

For  his  health,  he  was  sent  to  the  farm  and  home 

of  John  Frail,  cousin  of  his  stepfather  Jame3  Rhodes,  near 

Stewartstown,  Pennsylvania,  and  he  was  here  when  his  mother 

died,  June  17,  I86I4..  He  obtained  employment  at  the  htore 
of  Francis  Sechrist  near  the  Jacob  Grove  mill,  and  he  made 

many  trips  to  Baltimore  with  a  wagon  carrying  country  produce.

of  smallpox  in  Yox^k  in  l86l.  Their  youngest  child, 

Thomas  Wiley  Horsey,  died  in  infancy  in  18^9,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Wiley  lot  in  Centre  Cemetery,  and  Mary  Ann 
was  buried  in  the  same  lot* 

For  some  years,  Hannah  and  her  brother  Joseph 
made  their  home  with  their  grandmother,  Hannah  Ball  Springer 
Her3ey  Bidders,  near  New  Park,  Pennsylvania,  and  Joseph 
came  into  possession  of  the  farm* 

Hannah1 s  Uncle  Solomon  Hersey,  of  Wilmington, 
was  interested  in  her  and  sent  her  books,  which  she  read 
surreptiously,  for  Urandmother  objected  to  wasting  coaloil* 
She  wa3  very  industrious,  taught  summer  school,  and  had 
thirty-3ix  quilts  when  she  married.  Years  afterward,  a 
former  pastor  of  Centre  Presbyterian  Church  wrote  to  her, 
recalling  that  it  was  she,  in  1876,  who  started  a  great 
revival  by  being  the  first  to  go  forward.  Her  cousin 
Walter  Hersey  of  Wilmington  said,  '‘She  was  a  brilliant 
woman."

In  1887,  there  were  already  four  children,  from 
two  and  a  half  to  seven  years  old,  Hannah  had  the  cooking 
to  do,  the  housework,  water  to  pump  and  carry  into  the  house, 
all  the  sewing  and  mending,  the  cow  to  milk,  care  for  the 
milk  and  churn  butter,  the  chickens  and  garden  to  attend  to, 
and  she  even  knit  Annie  a  pair  of  long  red  wool  stockings. 

Thus  she  overtaxed  her  strength,  and  when  Springer  was  born 
she  suffered  a  stroke  which  paralyzed  her  side  and  affected 
her  speech,  and  her  life  hung  in  the  balance.  Her  hair  was 
cut  close,  and  ’’to  draw  the  inflamation  from  her  head,"  the 
doctor,  with  a  hot  smoothing  iron,  burned  the  sole  of  her  foot. 
Neighbor  women  helped  with  the  nursing  and  care  of  the  family, 
one  of  them,  Mr3,  Ephraim  McClung,  riding  horseback  to  the 
home,  on  a  side  saddle,  in  her  long  riding  skirt.  The  baby 
died  when  about  six  weeks  old, 

Hannah  re couperated  slowly,  but  for  a  long  time  her 
speech  was  impaired,  and  then  habit  fastened  some  names,  as 
’’fire"  for  stove  wood,  and  "tears'1  for  scissors.  Then  a  few 
years  later,  after  the  birth  of  Mary,  she  developed  epilepsy. 

It  must  have  been  in  the  early  part  of  1888  that 
Father  had  an  attack  of  grippe,  with  or  near  pneumonia,  and 
he  feared  he  would  leave  his  family#  He  was  spared,  but  for 
the  rest  of  his  life  he  had  a  racking  cough.

James  Albert  (Bert)  Dalton,  Jr*,  son  of  James  Albert 
Dalton  and  Hannah  Springer  Hersey  Dalton,  was  born  at  the 
Dalton  farm  east  of  Norrisville,  Harford  County,  Maryland, 
on  March  ll|.,  1883*  He  was  the  imp  and  clown  at  home  and 
at  school,  and  the  only  one  in  the  family  who  was  never 
sick.  ’When  he  and  his  brothers  Charley  and  Joe  left  Maryland 
June  9,  1904-,  for  the  West,  he  bought  a  joke  and  tall-story 
book,  and  his  letters  home  were  largely  extracts.  We  are 
indebted  to  him  for  keeping  a  small  diary  for  six  months,  cover 
ing  the  first  period  of  their  adventures. 

When  his  mother  was  ill,  he  returned  home.  On  March 
15,  19H>  he  and  Prances  Belinda  Meredith  were  married  by 
Rev.  H.  S.  Savage,  at  the  bride's  home  neat)  Shane.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  James  Samuel  Meredith  and  Laura  Wilson  Meredith 
She  was  named  for  her  mother's  sister,  Miss  Pranced  (Panny) 
Wilson,  and  for  her  great  grandmother,  Belinda  Gorsuch 
Meredith  (Mrs.  Samuel  Meredith) 

The  Merediths  were  early  settlers,  and  were  included 
in  the  1790  census  as  of  Mine  Run  Hundred.  Two  brothers, 
Samuel  and  Thomas  Meredith,  owned  a  tract  of  2200  acres 
(1100  acres  each),  including  the  site  of  West  Liberty  Church, 
the  original  building  of  which  v/as  called  Meredith's  Log 
Meeting  House.  The  Gorsuch  family  trace  their  line  to 
Charles  Gorsuch,  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  who  in  1662 
patented  fifty  acres  of  land  on  Whetstone  Point  (Port  McHenry).

His  brother  Samuel  Whitfield 
Meredith  told  the  story  that  on  Whitfield’s 
sixteenth  birthday  the  carpenters  were 
building  the  house  for  Micajah,  and,  to 
celebrate,  one  picked  up  Whitfield  by  the 
ears,  Whitfield  was  so  angry  that  he 
picked  up  his  mother’s  smoothing  iron  and 
threw  it  at  the  man.  Fortunately,  it 
missed.  This  was  in  1853*  This  house 
(the  five-room  front  of  the  present  house) 
and  the  land  was  the  farm  home  of  the 
James  Albert  Dalton,  Sr.,  family  for  twenty- 
four  years. 

3.  Samuel  Whitfield  Meredith  (1837-1916) 

married  Clarenda  Tr^Lway,  December  21,  1865* 
He  came  into  possession  of  the  Meredith 
homestead.  He  told  of  his  memory  of  his 
mother,  Belinda  Gorsuch  Meredith,  who 
never  weighed  more  than  90  pounds  and  died 
at  94*  coming  up  the  hill  to  the  house 
from  the  spring  house,  with  a  bucket  of 
water  in  each  hand  and  a  crock  of  milk 
on  her  head.

Because  of  the  attention 
required  by  his  cattle,  he  was  never  away  from  home  over  night 
until  liis  brother  Charley  wg.s  ill  in  Milwaukee  in  1939 .  In 
November  of  that  year,  Burris  and  his  wife  Gladys,  Annie, 
and  Bert  drove  to  Milwaukee  and  visited  Charley  several  days. 

Bert  was  not  well  in  I9A4.8,  but  he  did  not  know 
that  he  had  cancer.  He  was  In  Maryland  General  Hospital, 
Baltimore,  in  January,  i9lf9>  when  on  Saturday  morning,  the  29th, 
the  end  came  suddenly  from  a  heart  attack.  He  is  buried  in 
West  Liberty  Cemetery. 

Fanny  sold  the  farm  and  went  to  live  with  her 
daughter  Ruth  and  her  husband  and  Jo6y,  near  White  Hall.  In 
1956  she  suffered  a  stroke  and  died  at  home  August  25,  1956. 

She  was  always  busy,  faithful  to  her  church,  and  a  mainstay  in 
VJest  Liberty  Sewing  Circle,  which  turned  out  many  quilts;  and 
she  maintained  the  hospitality  of  the  Meredith  family.

County  was  granted  in  early  Amorlcan  history,  for  his 
aorvicos  a3  a  aoout.  The  Watson  house,  on  Curti3  Creek, 
v;as  burned  aftor  Fanny’s  marriage,  and  with  it  some  very 
old  docunonts  v/ero  destroyed. 

Tho  first  homo  of  Joe  and  Fanny  was  on  Curtis 
Crook,  tho  property  having  come  to  Fanny  from  hor  parents. 

Here  was  born  their  only  child,  Joseph  Francis  Dalton,  on 
Hay  10,  1915*  In  hi3  second  summer,  Joseph  had  malaria, 
and  Joo  and  Fanny  3old  their  belongings  to  get  funds  to 
toko  him  to  the  mountains  of  western  Maryland.  Fanny 
had  never  before  been  away  from  tho  low  flat  land  of 
Chesapeake  Bay  oxoopt  her  trips  to  tho  rolling  land  of 
the  Dalton  homo  at  West  Liberty,  and  tho  Blue  Hidgo 
Mountains  frightonod  hor  -  she  felt  thoy  v/ould  fall  on  her. 

The  property  Fanny  owned  wn3  valuable  because  of  the  deep 
water  of  Curtis  Crook,  and  it  was  sold  to  tho  government 
about  1916.  Tho  United  States  Coast  Guard  occupies  part  of  it. 

Tfte  Uni tod  States  entered  World  War  I.  in  1917# 
and  the  next  year  Joe  enlisted  in  tho  cavalry,  and  was  sent 
to  Texas.  Thoy  had  first  taken  an  apartment  in  Walbrook, 
Baltimore,  whore  Fanny  and  Joseph  wore  installed  with  Annie 
as  companion.

Thoy  bought  a  small  farm  at  Sparks,  and  Josoph 

started  to  the  Sparks  school#  he  attended  the  Mars ton 
School  for  Boys  in  Baltimore,  and  it  was  a  great  day  when 

he  entered  the  Naval  Academy  in  Annapolis,  and  a  greater 

day  when  ho  graduated  in  Juno,  1937*  Joe  and  Fanny

Joe 
developed  diabetoa,  and  had  a  hoart  condition.  In  June, 
1950.  fanny  had  a  brook  down,  and  both  sho  anl  Joe  v/ont  to 
a  nursing  home.  As  the  summer  passed,  Joe  felt  that  Fanny 
would  be  happier  in  hor  own  homo,  so  the  furniture  was 
moved  from  the  farm  to  a  cottage  on  Curtin  Crook,  which 
they  had  built  somo  twenty-five  years  before,  where  they 
were  pnong  old  neighbors  and  where  they  could  get  house¬ 
hold  holp,  will  eh  was  not  available  at  too  fnrm. 

On  Monday,  May  !;,  1959*  Joe  had  a  slight  stroke, 
and  iJurris  took  him  to  the  Veterans  Hospital  at  Fort 
Howard,  Maryland,  There,  on  Sunday,  May  10,  ho  hftd 
another  „nd  very  severe  stroke.
